Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Prior art fails to disclose or suggest: (1) a piezoelectric transformer having a pair of 
primary electrodes and first and secondary electrodes; (2) the first phase from the second 
secondary electrode opposite the first phase from the first secondary electrode. As required by 
independent claims 1, 18, 19, 21, 26 and 27.
